A Japanese spokesman was quot- 


ed as saying the purpose was to

to Japanese demands for a great- 
er hand in control of the settle- 
ment. 


Before negotiations were halted 
last week by Department of the 
Japanese Consul 
General 
from 


Amoy for Tokyo the council an- 
nounced its willingness to accept 
two of five Japanese 
demands, 


holding complete acceptance would 
give Japan control of the Kulangsu 
government. 


Last month,. about the time the 
United,States, Britain and Franca 
matched a Japanese landing party 
three-to-one 'with their own mar- 
ines and blue-Jackets' at Kultmgau, 
the Japanese halted shipping be- 
tween Kulangsu and the mainland. 
However, a few days ago a Shang- 
hai spokesmen said the Japanese 
blockade had been lifted. 
The Issue at Tientsin was drawn 


along similar lines with Japanese

til "the British reverse their policy

Senate opponents succeeded yes- 
terday in attaching an amendment 
limiting price agreements to a 
term of two years.

which now Is mandatory whenever 
the neutrality law Is invoked, was

tries which obtained title to them 
in the United States.

"I think Corsicnrm has 


a tremendous opportunity 
if It will capitalize on ita 
hot 
mineral water," de- 


clared Glen Davis, editor 
of the East Texas maga- 
zine and assistant general 
manager of the East Texas 


1 Chamber of Commerce, at the quar- 
terly membership meeting of the 
Corsicana Chamber of Commerce 
at the fair grounds Tuesday eve- 
ning. 
There are throe factors neces- 
sary to develop a spa—water of 
therapeutic value, facilities to en- 
tertain guests, and an ultra modern 
bath house—and Corsicana has the 
first two and can provide the third, 
Mr. Davis said. He suggested a min- 
imum expenditure of $40.000 to 
build the bath house In addition to 
the cost of grounds, and throughout 
his speech the speaker urged those 
interested in the project to "do it 
Up right or do not do It at all." 
Dyer Presided 
J. M. Dyer, president of the 
chamber of commerce, presided and 
introduced 
committee 
chairmen 
who made reports. Miss 
Linda 
Sims played several accordion num- 
bers and led the members In group 
singing. 
R. W. Knight, secretary-manager 


of the chamber of commerce, in- 
troduced Mr. Davis. He said Mr. 
Davis raised the first $5,000 to ad- 
vertise Mineral Wells' water and 
had long been Interested in the de- 
velopment of Mineral Wells as a 
health center. 
Mr. Davis affirmed his faith in 
the soundness of the proposed min- 
eral water development here and 
added "it will mean much to your 
city, but you must realize it wlllf 
be a slow process—it cannot be 
done over night." 
The speaker said there are three 
factors essential to the develop- 
ment of the mineral water—the 
therapeutic value of the water, pro- 
per facilities to entertain guests, 
and an ultra modern bath house 
under 
competent 
management. 
"You have the first two factors," 
he aald, "and can provide the third." 
"Oil 
brought 
wealth to your 
city," Mr. Davis went on, "but oil 
played out here like it does every- 
where. I believe that your hot min- 
eral water will bring more prosper- 
ity to you than oil did because it 
Will gradually build up, bringing 
money into your city over a period 
Of generations." 
Advertising Necessary 
The speaker said advertising is 
necessary to the success of the pro- 
ject, but he cautioned the backers 
not to advertise until the facilities 
have been provided to take care of 
the customers. 
Mr. Davis suggested the develop- 
ment be taken up as a municipal 
project under the management of 
a corporation or the chamber of 
commerce. It should be guided by 
civic organizations rather than by 
private Interests. The speaker show- 
ed that It ought to be centrally 
located and that the city should 
pass ordinances 
prohibiting the 
drilling of too many wells for at 
least 10 years until the central 
health resort is firmly established. 
Mr. Davis said that there should 
not be little bath houses spread all 
over the city because there would 
not be enough business to start to 
insure the success of any one of 
them. 


After reiterating the factors fav- 
oring Corsicana as a spa, Mr. Davis 
added that the city Is in a strategic 
location at the crossroads of mod- 
ern highways, railroads, and in the 
heart of the world's most fertile 
black lands. He said the city is 
located so that it would draw cus- 
tomers from Texas' largest cities 
and fr.om surrounding states. 
"Luxurious accommodations are 
absolutely 
necessary," Mr. Davis

One hundred sixty-two years ago 


today—June 14, 1777—the Conti- 
nental Congress passed the reso- 
lution that gave birth to the Amer- 
ican flag. That's why today Is ob- 
served as Flag Day. 


The first flag had 13 stars and 


13 stripes. 


Until 1818, a stripe and a star 


were added for each new state. 
That year, however, Congress de- 
creed the stripes should represent 
only original states, but that each 
new state should receive a star. 


The first widespread celebration 


of a "flag day" was the centennial 
observance in 1877, with several 
cities participating. There 
were 


then 38 stars. 


The flag has been unchanged 


since 1912, when the last two states 
—Arizona and New Mexico—were 
admitted. It is the longest period 
the flag has gone without 
new 


stars. Puerto Rico, Hawaii 
and 


Alaska all have been mentioned as 
possibilities for the 40th state. 


The encyclopedia says regular 
observance of Flag Day is less 
than a half-century old. It was 
started In 1896 by the 
American 


Flag-Day Association, Chicago.

now that It has come under the 
careful guardianship of the Smith- 
sonian Institution.

spangled banner from Eben Apple- 
ton of New York, grandson of 
Colonel 
George 
Armiatead, 
the 


heroic commander of Fort Mo- 
Henry, Baltimore. 


It was in bad shape, and in addi- 


tion it had been 
mounted 
the 


wrong way—the stars to the right 
as you look at it. 


Experts 
had

and fireproofed and then put it 
under a huge glass case which, In- 
cidentally, isn't locked.

.YEARS? 


Italy, as John T. Whit- 


aker reports in the Chica- 
go News in a dispatch from 
Rome, has really been al 
war for several years. II 
began with Ethiopia and 
continued with Spain, top- 
ping things off by grab- 
bmg Albania. A halt seems 
to have been called, per- 
haps to salt down the suc- 
cesses 
already achieved, 


perhaps because II Duce 
has found war too costly 
a diversion. 


At any rate, Italian high 


officials are said to agree 
with Mussolini that there 
is no cause in sight imme- 
diately worth fighting for. 


"I can tell you that there 


will be a period of peace," 
said a Fascist leader, "be- 
cause I know what Ger- 
many will do and I know 
what Italy will do. We do 
not want war. And I do 
not think that either Po- 
land pr France will 
at- 


tice, in such demands. The 
big 
democracies, 
France 


and Britain, have far more 
territory than they need 
or can profitably use. Some 
of that territory consists of 
German colonies they took 
over after the World War, 
ostensibly 
as trustees by 


permission of the League of 
Nations. They have held 
and used those colonies as if 
they owned them. 


Obviously there should 


be a new deal in such mat- 
ters. 
And in 
a general 


peace conference some land 
worth having might well 
be turned over 
to 
Italy, 


whether the Fascists de- 
serve it or not. 


It is often said, and per- 


haps truly, that Germany 
and Italy have shown small 
talent for colonial develop- 
ment, and made no profit 
out of their colonies when 
they had them.

The rains that 
have kept tho pastures green un- 
til the present time have kept 
the hoppers from invading the 
fields, the county agent reported, 
but more damage Is feared when 
the pastures become dry again. 
The insects will then seek the 
more tender crops for food. 


Poison Is being put out where 


the insects are appearing and 
plenty poison, etc., is available 
where necessary.

A verdict of 
murder without 


malice and a suspended sentence 
of five years was returned in the 
Grover C. Hall murder trial by the 
Jury Tuesday morning. He was 
tried for the fatal shooting of 
Remus M. Akers at Dawson lust 
Christmas Eve. 


The jury had Indicated a ver- 


dict had been reached about 8 
o'clock Tuesday morning, but it 
was not delivered to District Judge 
Wayne R. Howell until 9:16 o'- 
clock as the defendant was not 
present. 


No demonstration of any type 


was made in the courtroom when 
the verdict was read by Judge 
Howell. Numerous State highway 
patrolmen, Sheriff Curlngton and 
deputies and several 
constables 


and special officers were station- 
ed at vantage points. Only a few 
spectators were In the courtroom. 


Jury Dismissed. 


After thanking the jury for Its 


services, Judge Howell dismissed 
them. 


John Henry Bryant, foreman of 
the jury, expressed thanks to the 
Court, district clerk and sheriff 
for courtesies shown them dur- 
ing the long trial. 


The trial started fourteen days 


ago and is the longest murder 
hearing ever conducted in Navar- 
ro county, and was perhaps tr.e

al district court.

Howell Tuesday morning.

Final Ta£ Measure 


Fight on In House 


AUSTIN, 
June 
15.—(/?)—Out- 


numbered almost two to one but 
chanting their battle cry "It shall 
not pass," a determined band of 
representatives took their posts in 
the house today to fight desper- 
ately the sixth move to put across 
S. J. R. 12 the sales tax constitu- 
tional amendment, 
Leaders of both sides announced 
"ready" for what probably will 
be the final effort to adopt the 
amendment. 


Already approved by the 
sen- 
ate, the resolution had the endorse- 
ment of Gov. W. Lee O'Daniel as 
the means of financing Texas' so- 
cial security program. 
The fair trade act, meanwhile, 
neared approval In the senate. Ob- 
ject of a long drawn out parlia- 
mentary fight for weeks, propon* 
ents maneuvered the bill before the 
senate and passed H to 
third 
reading. They fell a few votes 
short to bring It up for final con- 
sideration but likely will1 do so 
today.

Opponents claimed the bill would 
jack up prices for ,the benefit of 
eastern manufacturers, and friend* 


praised it as a protection for man- 
ufacturer, retailer and merchant. 
Already approved by the house, the 
bill would have to go back there 
for.concurrence In amendments If 
approved by the senate. 
House approval sent to the gov- 
ernor's desk a bill designed to 
tighten liquor law enforcement. In 
one Important respect, however, 
the bill would liberalize the statue. 
It authorizes wet precincts In dry 
counties, whereas the existing law 
permits dry precincts In wet coun- 
ties but no part of a dry county 
may vote wet. 
» 


Under the bill conflicts in the 
penalty for Illegal beer sales would 
be eliminated. Instead of one each 
year as at present, local option 
elections would be limited to one 
every two years. 


Encountering considerable diffi- 


culty, a senate bill giving the game 
and fish 
commission 
additional 
regulatory authority was* tempo- 
rarily withdrawn. Its passage now 
was doubtful. 


The house passed a senate reso- 
lution creating a Texas commis- 
sion 
on interstate 
co-operation. 


The proposal replaced a bill vetoed 
earlier by O'Danlel. '
